This is largely on the Tito side. 

Also sometime if you are down here, I should be interested 
in trying to dig out the file of cables sent by the German Ambassador 
Neubacher from Belgrade during the latter two years of the war 
which through an operation in Berne I was able to filch out of the 
German Foreign Office. They made very fascinating reading at 
the time and, as 1 recall, are interesting evidence of how Mihailovich 
played with the Germans against the Communists but at the same time 
the Germans never fully trusted him as he was, 1 believe, a stout 
S^rb serving Serbian interests as he saw them.
